Ekamptu. aB compared with S73 In th» 
previous year.

nalnly due to release of slnies, writes 
lenil Rlcknrd In the Cincinnati En- 


rtT. 
Several cases'have been re- 


ieJ of Indians belnu enticed 'by ., 


\'neas to work as blacksmiths, and ba- 
ng seized nnd sold Into slavery In tho 
Millions vulk'y, hut only, seven Indian 
chives' were found, of whom threa 
were released, the others being con- 
ent with their lot. An Indian man 
and a girl'sot apart for sacrifice by 
he N'ngHs were ,relcased. 


The Investigations showed that hu- 


nan sncrlllce was hmch more com- 
mon In the Naga hills thnn.ivas sup- 
)osed, there being no fewer than six 
ioys and (en girls annually, andTa' 
plentiful years twenty boys and thirty 
girls kidnaped from Attain.' These 
were the commonest victims. Tha re- 
port atates that an attempt to rescue 


s from gecrlflce creates a vicious 


circle, In which a fantastic price Is 
charged for a victim hoarded 'for a .

The report conies to the conclusion 
hat the only noiutlon appear* to b» 
direct government administration of 
ho tracts where these hideous'prac- 
Ices prevail.

higher, Its discharge, would be In- 
audible. 


There arc rays of light which the eye 


cannot see, and there are sonml waves 


htch the iminan ear cumlcit rntch. 
Ask yourself If you can hear the cry 


of a bat. Any person who, at the age 
of forty, is able to hear the thin squeak 
of the bat, has reason to congratulate 
himself on being possessed of excep- 
tionally good hearing. The squeak Is 
too high—it lias too many vibrations 
per second to be heard by any ear that 
is not very delicate.

Some years ago Professor Gallon, 


the "famous anthropologist, Invented 
and constructed a whistle which, by 
means of an adjustable plug, could ba 
rendered so shrill that presently It 
ceased to be heard by human ears. 


"But—here is the curious part of. if— 


after the sound of the whistle had 
ceased to be audible to any human ear, 
a dbg was still able to hear it, and 
fanie reBdlly; yt\fi) {{ was bipwS". 


Animals • and birds hear far better 


than pian. Ft was ^noticed during the 
war' that pheasants In coverls were dls: 
turbed by the noise of guns at sea, 
when eve'h children -(whose hearing is 
quicker than that of older folk) could 
hear nothing at all.

Sound travels, better across water 


than across land. 
By actual experi- 


ment it has been found that across 
water 
R person 'could be distinctly 


heard, reading aloud, at a distance of 
140 feet, whereas on land tlie same 
voice only traveled 70 feet.

Across Ice, tool and particularly la 


hard frost, sound travels 'amazingly. 
Lieutenant Foster, on an Arctic expedi- 
tion,- found that he could converse 
with another man quite easily across 
the mouth of u bay which was a mile 
and a quarter wide. 


Perfect silence Is far rarer than most 


persons Imagine. .Kven In the.quletest 
•room In the depth of the country, on 
the calmest night, there are always 
sounds.- Absolute silence is only found 
lu deep caves and abandoned mines, 
and Is a really terrifying plii'iimiu'non.

Telephones In Sweden. 


Anyone wishing to make a long dis- 


tance telephone call-in Sweden has the 
choice of thrco classes, of service, his 
selection usually -being determined h> 
how much In a hurry he Is to Imve his 
call put through by the operator. The 
first class comprises the usual long dls 
lance call,.whlcti can he mnde at ordl 
nary rates. Frequently the traffic con 
gestlon over, the telephone circuits Is so 
great that a considerable-delay Is In 
volved. .In that case he cnnjuake the 
call at tlie so-called ."urgent" or "ex- 
press" rate, whjch Is three times life 
ordinary rate, nnd which has priority 
over all ordinary rate calls. It some- 
times happens, however, th.nt even this 
"express" service Is unsatisfactory, and 
as a last resort the telephone caller 
may receive a so-called ."lightning" ser- 
vice, which has absolute priority above 
all ordinary and express IralHc. For 
each call of this class he must pay 100 
kronen ($20.S9 par value) In addltloS 
to the sum- of three times the ordinary 
rate. 


ARMY MASK HAS 


NEW FEATURES 


Makes It Possible for Officers to 


Give Orders in Battle, 


Without Removal. 


Washington.— The 
chemical war 


fare service/ of the army has devel- 
oped a new gas mask so constructed 
us to enuhle the wearer to'carry on 
conversation while using It and thus 
making It possible for officers to give 
orders In battle without removing It, 
Suc-h a ii:ask will be of vital Impor- 
tance In troop operations, and the In- 
vention of the speaking device In this 
new typo of mask is regarded by army 
experts as the greatest Improvement 
In gas raaskx since the close of the 
Woild war. They regard It ns the 
most nearly perfect device of Us kind 
In the world. 


. Wearer Can Talk. 


The' new mask has a sort of Jla- 


phragni attachment somewhat similar 
In appearance to Hint used on phono- 
graphs, 'lly meiins of it the wearer of 
the mask can carry on conversation 
with abuut SO per cent of the clilclen- 
cy of the average speaking voice. 
American esperts'had been trying to 
achieve the same result through a 
telephone attachment, hut with Ihe de- 
velopment of tiie 'diaphragm Idea the 
attempt lo arrange the mask so as to 
provide fnr'telephone conversation has 
been abandoned. The diaphragm at- 
tachment Is less cumbersome, not corn- 
plei, and experiments conducted by 
the army have demonstrated that the 
human voice Is reproduced efllciently 
through use of the new attachment. 


Tiie perfection of the new mask has 


reached the point where orders bavo 
been given for Its production on a con- 
siderable scale at the Edgowood ar- 
senal. 
The new mask embodies a 


number of'other recent .developments. 
Jt contains a new canister 
which, 


through the addition of new chemicals, 
not^only protects the wearer against 
the ordinary gases used In chemical 
warfare but also .against ammonia 
fumes and the deadly carbon monox- 
ide. 
It Is eipected that this Im- 


provement will make the new mask | 
invaluable to nrcmen .In great cities, ' 
as well as to mine workers acd. those, 
who,are employed In the fumigation 
of vessels. 
j 
Other New Features.
